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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding 3.b: The applicant* amendments to the 
specification and drawings raise issues of new matter. It is noted that the applicant alleges support for such amendments (i.e. distinctions 
between 1st and 2nd ssl connections arranged by software elements of SSL protocol client software and SSL acceleration software) within 
the applicant's original disclosure. However, the applicant's arguments only assert and attempt to demonstrate evidence for a 1st ssl 
connection (see Remarks, p. 13). 

Regarding 1 1 : The applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. For example, the applicant alleges that the prior art teaches away from the 
claimed invention. However, the examiner respectfully notes that even if the prior art were to recognize the possibility of an alternative 
embodiment (i.e. a case where a connection could be cleartext if the invention was to be implemented such that all devices were located 
within a trustworthy facility), such a recognition by the prior art of alternative embodiments does not constitute "teaching away". 
Another example, is the applicant's argument that the prior art only discloses a single connection. The examiner respectfully directs the 
applicants attention to the Final Office Action wherein it is clearly pointed out that the prior art discloses a plurality of connections (Final 
Office Action, 10/1/07, pg. 5:17,18). 
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
